All ' 


who marched, including 
those 


who had umbrellas, were drench- 
ed when the stock pavilion was 
reached. 


A Chill Two Hours 


No one ought to have been al- 


lowed to enter .that great, un- 
heated, concrete building and 
sit there in wet clothes for more 
than' a few minutes. 
To sit 


there for an hour or more was 
to court pneumonia, and perhaps 
death, 
A member of my own 


family contracted a heavy cold 
by going in and remaining there 
through the first half of the ex- 
ercises, and I know there were 
many similar cases. ' 


Hundreds 
of 
rain-soaked 


marchers -ivisely declined'to en- 
ter the building on account of 
the imminent danger 
to the 


health, but the student, soldiers 
had no choice. They were re- 
quired to be present. 


As I have said, 'f. is my delib- 


erate opinion that no one, young 
or old, should have been requir- 
clammy uniforms clung to their 
building 
under the 
circum- 


stances for more than half an 
hour. 
Good 
judgment would 


have dictated the making of a

fifteen-minute 


speeches ar.d the 'dismissal of 
the audience. 


What was in fact done 1 
A 


number of patriotic songs were 
sung, and speech after speech 
was 
made. 
The half 
hour 


which should have been the lim- 
it of time became an hour, the 
hour became an hour and a half. 
and then two hours, and still 
the speaking went on. The sol- 
diers had, of course, carried no 
umbrellas, wore :no overcoats, 
hence were far more completely 
drenched than the general audi- 
ence. 
Their teeth were fairly' 


chattering with cold 
as their 


clammy uniforms clung to their 
limbs and the water gathered in 
little pools about their 
feet. 


The general audience began to 
file out in sections and platoons, 
but the cadets had not that 
privilege. 
Is it any wonder 


that under such circumstances, 
with no end of the speaking in 
sight, these boys should make' 
known in some way their desire 
'for release from their discom- 
fort, not to say misery, and is 
is 
(disloyalty to be" charged 


against them because they did 
so? 
The wonder to me.rather 


is that they remained as quiet 
as they did. As matter of fact, 
I am informed that more than 
half of them were in charge of 
the medical department of the 
university that night and for 
several days afterward. 


Audience Most Loyal' 


Carefully weighing my words/ 


I affirm that no more loyal and 
patriotic an audience ever faced

Teh man who doubts -it may be 
honest, but he certainly does 
not know of what he speaks.

I 
speak from intimate knowledge 
when I say that, both the faculty- 
and the students are absolutely ' 
loyal.

fact over and- over-again. .Tour-- 
teen hundred and fifty of the- 


student -body have already left 
the 'university and are iiv the 
military service.. The number 
of alumni in the service is much 
greater. 
.About one hundred 


and fi'fty members of its faculty 
have'entered the service in one 
capacity or another and are ren- 
dering most distinguished aid to 
the government.' 
Twenty-five 


students voluntarily entered the 
ambulance ' service of the allies 
before 
we entered 
the war. ' 


President Van Hise has devoted 
his energies and abilities to the 
service of the country 
from 


coast to coast, by addresses and 
pamphlets, to say nothing of his 
vigorous support of every patri- 
otic activity within the walls of 
the institution itself. 
The fac- 


ulty as a body has at all times 
been earnestly and intelligently 
active. 


Let me mention one thing 


which I think finds no parallel in 
any other university in the coun- 
try. 
During the past winter a 


committee of its jtaculty with 
the greatest devotion and labor 
prepared 
a series of twenty 


pamphlets of 3000 words each, 
covering every phase of the 
war, its causes and its right- 


• •eousness, .which the university 


has published, and 15,000 copies

Another fact may be appro- 


. priately mentioned here:

a few evenings before Dr. Me- ' 
Elroy's 
unfortunate

this same body of student sol- 
diers in perfect order attended a 
socialist meeting in Madison 
and not only saw that no dis- 
loyal word was uttered, but 
compelled the speaker to pledge 
his allegiance and- loyalty to the 
government. 


So much for the loyalty of the 


university and its students. Let 
me speak for a moment of the 
loyalty of the people 
of 
the 


state as a whole. 


Silent No Longer 


We have been traduced and 


vilified from one end of the 
country to the other. 
Knowing 


that there were unfortunate cir- 
cumstances 
which lent some 


color to the charges, we have

Children's Bureau

Of 756 Baltimore children between 
and 7 years of age, only 29 per 


ent are now, having fresh milk to 
rink as against 60 per cent a year 
go. Only 20 of the whole number 
re having as much as three cups 
day. The needs of children under 
however, are given better con- 


ideration.

Warn Against Substitutes. 


The most.- serious feature is .the 
eneral substitution' of .tea and cof^ 
ee for milk in the children's .'jiiet, 


the Children's Bureau. . Ojf the 


76 .children who are not drinking! 


milk, 64 per , cent -have definitely 
substituted tea and coffee, and 21 
per cent are "sharing the family 
diet, which may or. may not include 
tea or coffee, or milk .in other foods. 
Various incomes are reported but 
the changes in the amount of milk 
purchased are not unlike in the dif- 
ferent earning groups.' Some moth- 
ers, the Bureau says, seem to rea- 
lize that milk must be provided for 
their children at whatever sacrifice; 
others who can best afford to buy 
milk do not , understand its import- 
ance and let their children go with- i 
out it.

Need Education in Feeding 


"The work of Children's Year," 


concludes the Bureau's statement, 
should emphasize in every com- 


munity the importance of fresh milk 
in the diet of young children. With 
out proper nourishment children can 
not keep well, and free from physi- 
cal defects, and a campaign of edu- 
cation on the feeding of children
